A five passenger touring car own­

caught her body and prevented her 
from being thrown out of the ma­ 
chine. 
“It was very fortunate,” said Mr. 
McDaniel this morning after the cars 
had been hauled to Rushville, “that 
we had just put the top section of 
the windshield down or else Mrs. Mc­ 
Daniel would lik ely have run her arms 
through the glass and been seriously 
hurt. 
Shortly before reaching the 
railroad 
crossing I had 
suggested 
that we put the top 
section of the 
windshield down because it would be 
cooler.” 
As it was, Mrs. McDaniel 
brok e 
the glass in the windshield when she 
struck it. She complained of a slight 
pain in her left side, but she did not 
think the injury would result in any ­ 
thing serious and did not consult a 
phy sician. 
According to Mr. McDaniel's ver­ 
sion of the accident, his touring car

He said that he supposed,

Roscoe Ward, who is a son of John 
Ward of this city , say s that as it ap­ 
peared to him, they were both about 
an eq ual distance from the railroad 
crossing and they both tried to get 
there first. 
Instead, he say s, they 
arrived at the 
same time 
and the 
collision resulted. 
Mr. Ward esti­ 
mated that his runabout was run­ 
ning from twelve to fifteen miles an 
hour and that McDaniel’s car was 
going about the same rate of speed. 
Both cars were 
badly damaged. 
The frame of the McDaniel automo­ 
bile was sprung by the impact.

The State of California was an iron 
steam er of 3,276 gross tons built at 
Philadelphia in 1878 and carried a 
crew of seventy-eight men.

CORONER REVEALS TRAGEDY 


The Death of Prof. Marlon Was Due to 
Suicide. 
Culver, Ind., Aug. 19 .—It develops 
that Prof. Henry Marion, for many 
years professor of modern languages 
in the United States naval academy at 
Annapolis, who was the official inter­ 
preter of the party that brought back 
the body of Jo hif Paul Jones from 
France to his country and whose re­ 
cent death here was telegraphed to 
the newspaj>ers of the country as re­ 
sulting from natural causes, was a sui­ 
cide. 
The return of the coroner shows 
that a revolver was the weapon used 
and that death resulted instahtly when 
Prof. Maron fired a bullet into his 
brain last Thursday. 
When he came 
to Culver, where the tragedy took 
place, it was apparent that he was suf­ 
fering from despondency and a close 
watch was kept on him. 
In some m anner he obtained pos­ 
session of a revolver, and when founa 
he was dead with a bullet hole in his 
head.

MODEL OF UNSINKABLE 
SHIP SHOWN IN WALES. 


Water 
Tight 
Belting the Secret o f 
Craft’s Remarkable Buo y ancy . 


Remarkable ex periments with the 
model of an unsinkable ship are de­ 
scribed in a letter to the London 
Times by John Rees, harbor superin­ 
tendent at Llanelly, Wales. The mod­ 
el, four feet in length, nine inches 
wide and scaled to pepresent a steam- 
lx*nt 410 feet long and 72 wide, draw- 
21 feet, was loaded through five 
hatchways with copper ore down to 
the ITlnuiKjll mark, and Mr. Rees was 
Imrttixl to do w hat he liked with it 
He tilted tfie vessel sidewise until 
water filled the whole interior to the 
deck level; then he let ge. 
She irame- 
4iatx4y righted herself and floated easi­ 
ly and buoyantly, with the deck just 
atk>vo the water level. 
Sir. Rees pressed her well down un­ 
der the water and thou let go. 
She 
immediately bobbed up to the sur­ 
face and floated ex actl}’ as before. 
With her whole cargo shifted and still 
finll of water, she had a correspond­ 
ing list but still three-quarters of her 
deck was well out of water. 
This floating power is obtained by 
such a plan of construction as to al­ 
low water tight betting being built 
outward and downward from tjfce deck 
level. 
It is absorbed in the ship's 
form, does not ex tend to the water 
level and, following the lines of the 
ship, b? roughly triangular in section. 
There is thus apparently no Interfer­

Parcel Post. 


That the express companies have 
fallen on parlou s times is shown b y a 
nu mb er of things other 
than 
the 
stock market. 
The introdu ction of 
parcel post cu t 
down the small - 
package b u siness of the companies 
30 per cent, according to tkeir own 
statement, b u t recently changes have 
b een made which will take mu ch more 
than that proportion. 
One of these 
changes is the C. O. D. system. 
For 
a fee of 10 cents the government now 
collects for goods and retu rns the 
money. 
This is less than the old C. 
O. D. fee of the companies. 
Since 
this system went into effect a few 
weeks ago there has b een a tremen­ 
dou s increase in the parcel post b u s­ 
iness from city distrib u ters to cou n­ 
try cu stomers, 
thou gh it was an­ 
nou nced 
as a special facility for 
fawners, to 
aid them to work 
u p 
trade with city’ consu mers. 
Instead 
of 30 per cent this system will prob ­ 
ab ly take 50 per cent of the sraall- 
package b u siness, if not more. 
The 
department also insu res u p to $50 for 
a fee of 8 cents. All this extra reve­ 
nu e comes with 
scarcely 
any in­ 
creased expense. 
The companies Mere scarcely in a 
position to ob ject to these new facili­ 
ties, b u t they did ob ject, throu gh sen­ 
ators 
and 
repreentatives, 
to 
the 
proposed increase of weights to 20 
pou nds. 
That increase wou ld take 
away a large qu antity of their b est 
paying b u siness. It costs practically 
no more to handle 20 pou nds than 
11 pou nds, b u t the revenu e is larger. 
It is the b est-paying b u siness of the 
package kind, and the 
postmaster 
genqral wants the government to have 
it. 
it is scarcely conceivab le that 
congress will da u p to interfere in this 
matter, where it is so palpab ly a rev­ 
enu e getting measu re, and the change 
in Meights will prob ab ly go into effect 
Janu ary 1. With all these new fac­ 
ilities the parcel post shou ld handle 
the hu lk of the small-package b u si­ 
ness u nder 20 pou nds in weight. 
t 
On top of all this t-he new or­ 
der of the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission redu cing express rates b v a 
total of $25,000,000 a year, as tigu r- 
ed on last year’s b u siness, comes as 
a finishing tou ch. The redu ction Mill 
not b e so mu ch as that, b eoau se every 
package taken aw*ay b y the parcel 
post lessens the total 
redu ction 
cau sed b y lower rates, b u t that is 
cold comfort. 
The companies wou ld 
rather handle the 
b u siness at the 
new rate than lose it entirely. 
Ac­ 
cording to an 
annou ncement ju st 
made b y the president of the Texas 
Farmers* Union, an arrangement has 
b een made M’ith one of the express 
companies to act as sales agent b e­ 
tween farmers and city cu stomers. 
The farmers are to ship the goods 
to the company and the latter Mill 
sell them and remit the proceeds, re­ 
taining only the express (‘b arge and 
collection fee. 
This effort to com­ 
pete M’ith the parcel post in the ru ral 
trade shows the u rgency of the m at­ 
ter. 
Its su ccess M’ill depend u pon 
all the 
elements of 
the 
b u siness, 
which inclu de getting the packages 
started as u 'ell as delivering them, in 
the former of which the post*has the 
advantage. 
It is plainly to b e seen 
that the parcel post will soon develop 
into the parcel carrying system of 
the cou ntry, if influ ences at work can 
prevent any placing ob stacles in the 
way of its development.

Treasury officials are puzzled over 
the withdrawal 
from circulation of 
the recen t issue of buffalo n ickels. 
It 
is believed they are bein g hoarded. 


Professor Marshall Howard Saville, 
professor of American archaeology in 
Columbia un iversity , who has been 
makin g exten sive excavation s in the 
state of Esmeralda. Ecuador, who late­ 
ly return ed to the Un ited States, tells 
of discoveries that, amon g other thin gs, 
seem to prove that den tistry of a high 
order was practiced in the In ca coun ­ 
try more than 1.000 y ears ago. 
“This is tlie en d of my twen ty -sec­ 
on d trip of exploration in die tropics.” 
said Professor Saville, “an d this time 
I did all of the work. 
I am glad to 
say the trip has been a most success­ 
ful oue in every respect. 
I man aged 
to get alon g very weil in places that 
are seldom visited by man . 
I foun d 
a n umber of human -skulls in a splen ­ 
did state of preservation . 
The teeth 
were in perfectly even rows. 


Got M uc h N e w Data. 
“The scen e of my work this time was 
the state of Esmeralda, in Ecuador, 
an d I was able to gather much n ew 
data bearin g on the an cien t civiliza­ 
tion s of this hemisphere. 
The skulls 
I have referred to harl their teeth dec­ 
orated with gold, bein g tilled with gold 
on the in side, but showin g on ly slight­ 
ly without 
The teeth seemed to have 
a gold ban d stretched across their 
edges either 
for decoration of the 
mouth or to stren gthen the in cisors. 
Some of the skulls had the In cisors 
n eatly chiseled out an d filled with gold 
In some In stan ces an d in others wiHi a 
material that seemed to be a kin aO f 
den tal cemen t 
“In an other ty pe the gold ban d was 
cemen ted to the teeth, but most re­ 
markable were the chiseled holes, most 
of them little on es, all filled with gold. 
The effect Is strikin g an d the work 
may be 1.000 y ears old—as a matter of 
fact it may have beeu don e before tbe 
In cas. 
“The skill with which these people 
worked speaks volumes for the civili­ 
zation that cen turies ago preceded us. 
I my self expect to get ODe full volume 
out of It 
“I have brought back with me arti­ 
cles which show how won derfully skill­ 
ful those 
were in pottery work. 
I have examples of tbe most distin c­ 
tive kin d of pottery makin g.” 


O bj ects of Ancient Art. 
Amon g other thin gs the professor 
brought back with him were a min ia­ 
ture face an d bust an d a perfectly 
formed clay head about the size of an 
apple. 
On e of the heads was so fin ely fin ish­ 
ed that it seemed to be of marble in ­ 
stead of clay . The n ose was delicately 
chiseled an d the lips were gracefully 
arched. 
“These are amon g tbe most perfect 
specimen s of pottery figures 1 have 
ever seen .” 
Professor Saville said, 
“an d show that these early In habitan ts 
of South America were tbe on ly peo­ 
ple on that con tin en t to brin g pottery 
makin g to such a high state of per­ 
fection . 
They are. so far as 1 kn ew, 
the on ly people of that time an d re­ 
gion who worked with jewels an d plat­ 
in um. 
It proves that these people 
were highly cultured. They were pure­ 
ly American , an d must have had high­ 
ly skilled den tists amon g them.“ 
Professor Saville said he was con ­ 
fiden t that man y mojje won derful dis­ 
coveries awaited the archaeologist In 
Ecuador an d the adjoin in g coun tries.

W ell K n o w n E d ito r Offers S ub stitute 


F o r C o m p le x C urre nc y System s.

Walker, 
formerly 
chairman of the Colorado state mon e­ 
tary commission an d whose reputation 
as editor an d publisher is n ation wide 
in character, has submitted a plan deal­ 
in g with the curren cy problem to Pres­ 
iden t Wilson which is far simpler than 
an y of the man y hitherto offered to the 
admin istration for con sideration . In a 
letter to the presiden t, un der date of 
July 20. lMfl. n ow made public for the 
first time. Mr. Walker poin ts out that 
the plan was previously presen ted as 
a substitute for the AMdrich bill in 
1911. He adds that it would be “cer­ 
tain in its operation , q uick of action , 
n n fallible an d req uirin g n o political 
pull.” 
Here is the plan as embodied in Mr. 
Walker’s letter to Presiden t Wilson : 
“First.—Subject all commercial pa­ 
per accepted by the ban ks to a double 
in spection , first by the govern men t an d 
then by the clearin g house, an d stamp 
‘O. EL* if so foun d. 
“Secon d.—Permit an y ban ker who 
fin ds dan ger of un expected withdraw­ 
als to go to the n earest subtreasury — 
subtreasuries to be established at con ­ 
ven ien t poin ts throughout the coun try 
—an d upon presen tation of his in spect­ 
ed an d stamped commercial paper ob­ 
tain from the govern men t curren cy 
amoun tin g to SO per cen t of the face 
value of the paper so presen ted 
“The ban ker’s visit n eed n ot be 
kn own to the public, his right to the 
curren cy could n ot be q uestion ed, there 
would be n o political In fluen ce re­ 
q uired, an d the govern men t’s security 
would be absolute. A high rate of in ­ 
terest would preven t un due in flation . 
“If this plan appeals to y ou I will be 
glad to sen d a report prepared upon 
the subject while actin g as chairman 
of the Colorado state mon etary com­ 
mission . 
But if it seems to y ou ob­ 
scure or un workable I will feel obliged 
if y ou will so state in y our an swer, 
that I may be able to lay stress upon 
an y poin ts which may seem weak or 
doubtful.”

When the white slav e trial was re­ 
sumed this morning Diggs was the 
first witness called. 
He will be fol­ 
lowed by his wife, and then by Drew 
Caminetti and his wife. This will prac- 
tiaclly complete the case for the de­ 
fense. 
Diggs gav e his account of the Reno 
trip and of his acquaintanceship with 
both girls before the elopement. 
Mrs. 
Diggs will testify she heard of her 
husband’s actions with Miss Warring­ 
ton and had complained to Diggs’s 
father about them. 
She will also 
swear she threatened legal p ro ceeo r 
lngs against both the Warrington girl 
and Diggs. 
Caminetti will tell of his ex periences 
with Miss Norris, both before and dur 
Ing the trip to Reno. 
Mrs. Caminetti 
will testify she knew of her husband's 
relations with the Norris girl and she 
threatened proceedings against him 
and the girl. 
The stand taken by Diggs and Cam­ 
inetti will be that they were so alarm­ 
ed lest action be brought against not 
only them selv es but the girls also, 
that they decided all four should flee 
to av oid a scandal.

WILSON PROFFER 


Curt De c lina tion Conies From 


Mexico Ciiy. 


OUTPLAYED 
UNITED 
STATES 


By Gaining Consent of President Wil­ 
son to Withhold Terms of Proposi­ 
tion Looking to Mediation, Huerta 
Kept From World Powers Meaning 
of President’s Mov e Until He Was 
in a Position to Turn It Down. 


Mex ico City , Aug. 19 .—John Lind, 
special 
representativ e of 
President 
Wilson, said he had conferred with 
Huerta for two hours last night, and 
that the conference was of the most 
cordial kind. 
He declared nothing 
has reached him, written or v erbal, 
which could be construed as an ulti­ 
matum regarding recognition of the 
Mex ican gov ernment. 


W ashington, 
Aug. 
19 .—News 
has 
come from Mex ico City through un­ 
official channels that President Huerta 
had serv ed notice that he would giv e 
the United States twelv e hours to rec­ 
ognize the Huerta gov ernment. 
Such 
action would amount to an ultimatum 
resulting in sev ering of diplomatic re­ 
lations. 
At the W hite House it was 
announced that no such m essa ge had 
been conv ey ed to 
this gov ernment. 
There hav e been threats before this of 
such a course by the Mex ican presi­ 
dent. 
The United States gov ernment 
has of course refused to recognize Hu­ 
erta ’s representativ es in Washington, 
and Huerta’s followers contended that 
similar treatment for American repre­ 
senta tiv es in Mex ico City would be 
merely putting our diplomatic rela­ 
tions on equal terms. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
1 9. — President 
Huerta has turned down flatly the plan 
which President Wilson had ev olv ed 
for the peaceful settlem ent of Mex ican 
difficulties. 
In 
his 
answer to the 
American note which has been for­ 
warded to Washington, Huerta de­ 
clares that he will not consider media­ 
tion of Mex ican affairs by any foreign 
power. 
This leav es President Wilson as far 
as ev er from the goal toward which he 
had been striv ing and throws him back 
upon his resources to create some new 
policy for bringing peace to Mex ico 
ami protection to American interests 
there as an a lternativ e to armed in­ 
terv ention by the United States. The 
president considered the Mex ican re­ 
ply at a long conference with Secre­ 
tary Bry an and Counsellor John Bas­ 
sett Moore. 
It can be said definitely 
that he is not considering armed in­ 
terv ention as the nex t step by this 
gov ernment. 
There are good reasons for believ ­ 
ing that the president will make an 
effort to procure the withdrawal of 
Huerta’s refusal before giv ing up the 
arbitration idea. 
In this he may fall 
back on two courses, according to 
those who followed his lines of thought 
closely throughout the Mex ican crisis. 
He may inform the gov ernments of the 
w orld of the effort he has made to set­ 
tle Mex ican affairs, urge all Americans 
to withdraw from Mex ico and permit 
the indiscriminate shipment of arms 
and munitions to the federals and rev ­ 
olutionists in the hope that they may 
be able to work out their own salv a­ 
tion. 
The more general belief here, 
though, is that for a time at lea st the 
president will continue the negotia­ 
tions with Huerta through John Lind 
and the American embassy in Mex ico 
City , in the hope of arriv ing at some 
method for esta blishing order peace­ 
ably . 
It is recognized that the president 
’has lost a tactical adv antage In not 
hav ing made public the American note 
at the time it was communicated to 
Huerta. This wras the president’s orig­ 
inal plan and announcement of It was 
made at the time former Gov ernor 
Lind was dispatched to Mex ico. 
The 
president realized that hav ing publish­ 
ed to the world the tex t of the appeal 
he made to Huerta to consent to me­ 
diation, he would hav e had the strong 
moral support of the powers for his 
proposal pending a decision by Huerta. 
It is likely that had this step been 
taken a pressure would hav e been ex ­ 
erted on the Mex ican president from 
many parts of the world. 
Huerta, though, apparently outplay ­ 
ed the United States by depriv ing her 
of this adv antage. 
He requested that 
President W ilson withhold the publica­ 
tion of the note until it could be pon­ 
dered ov er at Mex ico City , and asked 
that his permission be obtained before 
the note was giv en out. 
The presi­ 
dent agreed to this and the re« n 
this agreement by the president is 
that Huerta was enabled to giv e a 
brief consideration to the American 
note, untroubled by any pressure, and 
then to send his refusal to W ashing­ 
ton. 
The fone of the note which Huerta's 
minister of foreign affairs, Senor Gam 
boa, placed in the hands of Charge 
O’Shaughnessy at the American em­ 
bassy in Mex ico City is curt and posi­ 
tiv e. 
It represents partly , according 
to the belief held here, an effort on the 
part of the military ruler of the Mex ­ 
ican republic to unify the sentiment of 
Mex icans
